On 8 Apr. be wag visited by hie sister-in-law from tbe DIE who had been 
sent by hie aether and father-in-law to fill in details on the recent 
approach to them by the SFS for tbe purpose of 9** inducing them to 
persuade Berger to return to tbe DIE* An SIS official from tbs Balls 
office (not the East Berlin of floe) visited the mother-in-law on 30 
March to discuss her daughter, Berger* a wife, who lives with hia la 9k 
West Berlin* Tbe SF^ offioer was polite, requested the mother-in-law 
to induoe he* daughter to visit Wauaberg (in tbe . D&) • She was 
issued the right to return to eat Berlin any tlae the wanted* 
tis Preferaablw, however, tbe mother-in-law could persuade 
Dr* Barger end his wifi to return to the DIE permanently. He would 
receive a good position in Halle, etc. Dr* John was mentioned as 
h iding a good position in the "IT* Bast, as well as Scheldt— Wlttnadc. 

Tbe aotber-in-lsw had fended off an immediate trip to Met Berlin 
by noting her current plana to visit Berger and wife on 20 May In 
aqy case. The SFS offioer was satisfied, expressed desire to meet 
mothln-lnflaw again on 16 Rgy. It la worth noting that this la the third 
attempt vis-a-vis RnwgaurBerger that the SFS has mads. All attem pts ^ 
have been made— contrary to the uu usual practice vls-e-ris CA DROIT— 
by the Halls offioe. This might possibly explain the persistence.
